While it ts not nex essary to dig 


deeply for the roots of the Senealogi- 
cal tree, a kindly expert in this de- 
lightful field of research (ells us that 
Martin Harvey, of Wyvenhoe, is des- 
cended from an ancient Breton fam- 
ily, which settled in B 
the time of the Conqu 
ful Druidic legend of Herouf or Herve 
is still related by the shepherds of 
Carniac, the French Village so rich in 
interest for iis actual Druidical re- 
mains and associations The legend 
represents the name of Harvey in its 
earliest form, and it is interesting to 
note, in passing, that the disting- 
uished actor's mystic syrabol, the tre- 
foil, still adorning the shields of all 
the Harveys, commemorates their fa- 
bulous ancestor.

Notable Ancestry. 
In the reign of King John there 


was an Osbert de Harvey, a promi- 
nent personage of the counties of 
Norfolk and Essex. The elder line 
of his descendants is now represented 
by the HBarl of Bristol, but it was from 
the younger branch that Martin Har- 
vey descends through a long line of 
distinguished ancestors, Sir Nicholas 
Harvey was Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber to King Henry VIII. and 
John Harvey was Comptroller of the 
Household to the same monarch. Sir 
Thomas Harvey was another ancestor. 
who, in his day, was Knight Marshal 
to Queen Mary (Tudor). Another 
Harvey was High Sheriff in Essex in 
the reign of Charles 1]. In the year 
1603 there 
“ye Middle Temple, sonne of Gir 
Francis Harvey, one of His Maities 
Judges of ye Common Pleas."’ During 
the stormy times of the seventeenth 
century the family moved from Wit- 
ham to Wyvenhoe, and for the past 
two centuries the family, true to the 
tradition of their Celtic ancestors, 
have followed the call of the sea,

represents another fascinating chap- 
ter in genealogy. It is sufficient for 
our purposes to say that it comes 
from an ancient family of Saffron 
Walden. It is interesting to note that 
the Maptins still bear upon their coat- 
of-arms the blue and gold of the 
Chapel or Cope of St. Martin of Tour 
the colors of the Norman Conqueror's 
patron saint. The Harveys of recent 
time, until the event of Martin Har- 
vey, have been famous as designers 
and builders of racing yachts, among 
some of the most famous boats that 
have been turned out of the Harvey 
yards are Miranda and Sea Belle. 
Through marriages with women of 
vey has the blood of several races in 
vey has the blod of several races in 
his veins, namely, Brittany, Mast An- 
glia, Wales and the Conquerors from 
Normandy.
